This Shortage" of Horses 


HERE is beginning to be talk of a shortage 
of race horses and of the necessity for step- 
ping up production. 

If there is anyone alarmed at the paucity of 
Thoroughbreds in America, it is the race track 
executive who has been buying his racing talent 
at a low price, that is, with low purses. The 
prospect that he may have to bid higher as com- 
petition among tracks becomes keener may have 
inspired him to pass the word along that the 
American Turf, that is, the American race track, 
needs more horses. 

If this is the case, if the race track manager 
is genuinely alarmed by conditions as they now 
exist, TIE BLOOD-HORSE urges him to take com- 
fort and fear not. For almost every state where 
legalized racing exists and where a blade of 
grass can be grown outside a golf course is spur- 
ring on its citizens to produce more Thorough- 
breds, offering breeders’ prizes and special races 
for horses foaled within the State. And breeders 
everywhere, encouraged by the unprecedented 
magnitude of the sport, have needed no spurring, 
but are galloping freely toward the market-glut- 
ting which usually follows the suggestion that 
there may be a shortage. 

We question the advisability of stepping up 
production of race horses on the theory that 
there is going to be a shortage. To increase 
greatly the number of horses is simply to follow 
the downhill trail of the tobacco grower, the cot- 
ton planter, and all the other producers who 
know so much about turning on the speed and so 
little about putting on the brakes. To increase 
the number of horses is simply to put the breeder 
in a more vulnerable position financially, for he 
must play larger stakes at shorter odds, and if 
there is any sudden curtailment of the amount 
of racing, then the depreciation of the value of 
breeding stock will certainly be more destructive. 

Another, and perhaps a greater, disadvantage 
of increased production lies in the fact that it 
inevitably means a lowering of the standard for

the breed. There were perhaps a_ thousand 
Thoroughbred stallions being used in 1939 to 
produce foals for racing purposes. And there 
are mares in production, by the thousands, which, 
but for this so-called shortage, would not be 
worth their registration fee as producers of rac- 
ing stock. The only way to breed better horses 
is to breed from the best and discard the worst. 
We have reached a point where we are unwilling 
to discard even the worst. We have gone fur- 
ther than that. We are actually dredging up 
the decaying remains of families which years ago 
proved their ineffectiveness and passed into 
limbo. This reclaimed stock will prove expen- 
sive to those who attempt the reclaiming. 

We do not believe there is a shortage of horses. 
If we are wrong perhaps the Saratoga sales will 
refute us. There are more than 700 yearlings 
consigned to those sales, which in all probability 
is a record. (The largest number of lots ever 
actually sold at Saratoga was 660 in 1930.) If 
there is a shortage there will be a substantial in- 
crease in the prices paid for these yearlings. 
Last year the average for 559 lots was $2,336, 
which was a trifling decline from the $2,387 aver- 
age of the previous year. In our opinion, breed- 
ers may consider themselves fortunate if the 
average for this year approximates that of 1938, 
for the country’s best yearling market is defi- 
nitely in danger of being overtaxed. 

But even if there is a shortage of horses, we 
do not suggest an increase of production as the 
proper remedy. There is no good reason for ac- 
cumulating 1,500 horses to put on a single meet- 
ing. (John H. Morris has told us that there were 
only 26 horses at Saratoga’s first meeting.) 
There is no justification for meetings of such 
extreme length as we now have. There is no 
public demand for nine races a day. There is no 
reasonable basis for the supposition that, once a 
race track is promoted, it ought to survive in- 
definitely. If breeders could be wise collectively, 
they would ignore all this talk of shortage and 
let the devil take the hindmost race tracks in- 
stead of the hindmost breeders.

This article is one of a series, begun December 
$, 1938, on the racing records of stallions foaled 
during the 1860-1900 period which are most im- 
portant in modern pedigrees. The series will in- 
clude about 50 horses. 


*Star Shoot 


AJOR EUSTACE LODER was going hunt- 

ing on a spring day in 1898, when he re- 
membered that his Isinglass colt out of As- 
trology was suffering from a fever he had con- 
tracted shortly after he was foaled, and he 
stopped past his Eyrefield Stud to see about the 
colt. When he went away he had no expectation 
of seeing the foal alive again. But when he 
came back the stud groom, “Eyrefield Dan’ Mc- 
Nally, had the colt in the saddle room, wrapped 
to the ears in horse blankets until he could 
hardly move, with a huge fire roaring in front 
of him. Around the foal were all the stable lads 
of the stud, kept there by McNally’s never fail- 
ing stories. It would have been a stranger story 
to have predicted that the shivering colt on the 
floor, watching them with fever-brightened eyes, 
would survive to lead the American sire list five 
times. For this was *Star Shoot. 

Major Loder (he was a captain until 1900) 
had bought Astrology for 450 guineas. She was 
‘by Hermit out of Stella, by an unnamed brother 
to Strafford. She was foaled in 1887, raced 
without success in 1889, and died in 1910, after 
producing 14 foals. *Star Shoot was by far the 
best of them, but she also produced Telescope, 
winner of the Manchester November Handicap 
and about $20,000, Startling, winner of six races 
and about $5,500, and four other winners whose 
successes, chiefly in Ireland, were in cheap races. 
Her only other foal, except *Star Shoot, by 
Isinglass was L’Etoile, not a winner but dam of 
the brilliant French racer Ecouen and some 
other winners. Another of Astrology’s daugh- 
ters, St. Celestra, produced the French Oaks win- 
ner St. Astra. 

Major Loder, who was one of twins, was born 
in 1867. He was known as a person of great 
integrity and penetration, but he was afflicted 
with an excessive shyness which amounted to an 
eccentricity. He registered his colors, yellow 
with dark blue sleeves, black cap, in 1891, hav- 
ing inherited them from his father. It was not 
until the following year, however, that he had 
a winner, and during the years from 1893-1899 
inclusive he had only four winners on the flat, 
though he owned some jumpers that were more 
successful. *Star Shoot was his first good horse, 
though not his last. He later bred Pretty Polly, 
which won 22 races from 24 starts, including the 
Middle Park Plate, One Thousand Guineas, Oaks, 
and St. Leger. He bought Spearmint for 300 
guineas as a yearling, and thus had the pleasure, 
in 1906, of leading in the winner of the Derby.

idea that, because of the importance of the 
Derby, disqualifications should be avoided if at 
all possible, he said that he would ‘apply the 
rules of racing whether the race is the Derby or 
a paltry selling event.” He died July 27, 1914, 
when *Star Shoot was the most successful stal- 
lion in the United States. 

*Star Shoot came out for his first race at 
Manchester on June 6, 1900, in the Summer 
Breeders’ Foal Plate (5f.), with T. Weldon in the 
saddle. He was beaten a length by Princess 
Melton, a good Melton filly which had won Sefton 
Park Plate, Acorn Stakes, and a 2-year-old plate 
at Newmarket, and which went on to win the 
Bretby Post, Michaelmas, and Molecomb Stakes 
that year. First Fruit was third, with two un- 
placed. 

On June 14 at Ascot, *Star Shoot was third in 
the New Stakes, beaten by Bay Melton and 
Orchid, with five others trailing. Though Bay 
Melton did not win another race at two, he was 
third in the Criterion, National Breeders’ Pro- 
duce and July Stakes (with Veles and Doricles 
locked in a dead heat in front of him). Orchid 
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*STAR SHOOT was 
a “roarer”’ and a mem- 
ber of the No. 9 Bruce 
Lowe family; hence 
English breeders did 
not mourn his expor- 
tation to America. But 
he got many high-class 
winners, joined with 
Fair Play and Cyllene 
to discredit the Lowe 
theory of running and 
sire families.

won the Champagne Stakes and Seaton Delaval 
Plate at two, and placed in two other stakes. 

First victory for *Star Shoot came at Sandown 
Park on June 23, in the five-furlong British Do- 
minion T-Y-O Race. Lester Reiff was in the 
saddle, and *Star Shoot (122) won by a length 
from Vittel (114), a Ladas filly which later won 
Great Foal Plate and Hardwicke Stakes, with 
Sabot (119) third, six unplaced. 

On June 30 *Star Shoot made his fifth start 
of the month, in the Hurst Park Foal Plate. 
Under 134 pounds, including Johnny Reiff, he 
won by a half-length from Ark Royal (116), 
with Glasalt (114) and six others beaten. There 
was not much in the field. He came up against 
better competition in the National Breeders’ 
Produce Stakes (5f.) at Sandown Park July 21. 
With Lester Reiff up again, he carried 135 
pounds and finished in a dead heat with Ian 
(126), with Bay Melton (135) two lengths be- 
hind them, and 12 others, including Santa 
Brigida (also by Isinglass, and later a noted pro- 
ducer) unplaced. 

At Derby on September 15 *Star Shoot was 
out again, and was unplaced for the first time, 
in the five-furlong Champion Breeders’ Biennial 
Foal Stakes. Sagitta, a filly by Isinglass and 
sister to John o’ Gaunt, won from an unnamed 
Galopin filly, with an unnamed Friar’s Balsam 
gelding third. Johnny Reiff had the mount on 
*Star Shoot in the Champagne Stakes. The colt 
was third to Orchid and Veles, with three un- 
placed. His last start at two was in the Middle 
Park Plate at Newmarket October 12, and he 
Was again third, beaten a neck and a head by 
Floriform (122) and Orchid (129). *Star Shoot 
had 129 nounds, beat seven others. Lester Reiff 
was the rider. 

*Star Shoot developed an affection of the wind 
at three, and was started only twice. He finished 
unplace| behind Veles, Fleur @’Ete, and others 
in the Triennial Stakes at Ascot, behind Veles, 


Balsarroch, and Coureur des Bois in the Mid- 
summer Derby at Newmarket. Veles, also by 
Isinglass, was a first-class horse. He won the 
July Stakes and other events at two, and at 
three won also the Peveril of the Peak Plate in 
addition to the races in which he met *Star 
Shoot. 

*Star Shoot was thus unfitted for further 
competition. About this time Bruce Lowe’s sys- 
tem of breeding by numbers had convinced Eng- 
lish breeders that the Number 9 family could 
not produce good sires. So *Star Shoot was sold 
to America, where he joined another member of 
the Number 9 family, Fair Play, in knocking the 
stuffing out of the theory. Bruce Lowe’s ghost 
has walked a great deal, and it is to be hoped 
that it was present at Kenilworth Park on Co- 
lumbus Day, 1920, when the two best horses in 
America, Sir Barton and Man o’ War, both got 
by stallions from the Number 9 family, met for 
an $80,000 special race.

In 1901 John Hanning brought *Star Shoot to 
the United States and sold him to Catesby Wood- 
ford, of the Clay and Woodford breeding partner- 
ship, at Paris, Ky. He made the season of 1902 
there, and remained at the Clay and Woodford 
Farm until he was sold, on November 14, 1912, 
to John E. Madden, who placed him at the head 
of his Hamburg Place stud, a few miles from 
Lexington. At Hamburg Place, a little after 
noon on November 19, 1919, he died of pneu- 
monia, at the age of 21, and was buried in the 
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graveyard there. For a few years before his 
death he was totally blind, but continued to be 
a good and vigorous stallion. It was reported, 
when Mr. Madden bought him, that he had, and 
transmitted, shelly feet, but Mr. Madden, a 
master at keeping a horse’s feet in condition, 
treated the *Star Shoots, and they became quite 
well. Grey Lag, one of *Star Shoot’s better sons, 
and Sir Barton had shelly feet, and the trouble 
occurs quite often among his get. 

There is little chance of exaggerating his suc- 
cess as a stallion. His first foals came to the 
races in 1905. In 1908 he was among the 20 
leading sires, and he stayed there through 1923. 
He was first in 1911, 1912, 1916, 1917, and 1919, 
and he was the first horse to lead the list two 
years in succession since Hanover in 1897-1898. 
He was second in 1914, 1915, and 1921, and third 
in 1913 and 1918, fourth on one occasion, fifth 
on two others. In 1924, when his youngest 
horses were 4-year-olds, he dropped from the list 
for the first time. On June 14, 1929, Howard 
(Babe) Wells saddled a 12-year-old gelding 
named Georgie to win a $900 claiming race at 
Riverside Park, Kansas City, and Georgie, bred 
by Mr. Madden, was the last representative of 
*Star Shoot to step into a winner's circle. 

In all he sired winners of 2,356 races and $2,- 
029,195. His best sons included Sir Barton, Grey 
Lag, Audacious, and Uncle, but the least of these 
in racing class was Uncle, and he was the only 
one which achieved moderate success as a sire. 
Among other good racers he sired were Nimbus, 
Hildur, Fairy Wand, Star Hampton, Star Mas- 
ter, Starling, Helios, and Muttikins. Uncle got, 
among others, the Kentucky Derby winner Old 
Rosebud, which held Churchill Downs’ track 
record for the distance until Twenty Grand 
came smashing through the stretch in 1931. A 
daughter of Uncle, Uncle’s Lassie, furnished an- 
other Derby winner in Clyde Van Dusen, which 
won in 1929 what was far from the fastest, but 
almost certainly the wettest, renewal the race 
has ever had. Audacious lowered Man o’ War's 
mile record to 1:3535, set a 612-furlong track 
record at Belmont Park, and was joint holder of 
the seven-furlong mark at Aqueduct, and in the 
Suburban Handicap of 1921 he turned back Mad 
Hatter, *Donnacona, and the great Exterminator. 

Sir Barton was the greatest racer of them all. 
James W. McClelland had Eternal out against 
Sir Barton, and in the same issue of the Thor- 
oughbred Horse Association Bulletin which an- 
nounced *Star Shoot’s death, McClelland said: 
“There's the best 3-year-old I’ve ever seen in my 
30 years on the Turf, and I’ve seen some great 
horses. . . . I've never seen but one other horse 
that required the amount of steady gruelling 
work that Sir Barton has, and that horse was 
Roamer. Commander Ross’s horse whipped 
Eternal worse than I thought anyone in the 
world could.” But Sir Barton failed at stud, 
though his record was not without its merits. 
He got winners of 848 races and more than 
$800,000 through 1936, including Easter Stock- 
ings, Nellie Custis, and other good ones. But he 
was sold, about 1933, to the U. S. Remount Serv- 
ice, and died in Wyoming in the fall of 1937. 


As a 2-year-old sire *Star Shoot had a brilliant 
record, being seven times leader in number of 
races won by his juveniles. His great year was 
1916, when 27 of his 2-year-olds, an all-time 
record, were winners. Included in that crop 
were Fairy Wand (dam of Genie and Epithet), 
Fox Trot (grandam of Dr. Freeland and the 
brilliant mare Swivel), and Priscilla (dam of 
Jack High). *Star Shoot was leading brood- 
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mare sire in several seasons, and he appcared 
among the leading 20 as late as 1934. Daughters 
of *Star Shoot produced, among others, Crusader, 
Clock Tower, The Finn, Greenock, Dream of 
Allah (dam of Islam and Time Maker), Escoba, 
Mars, Kippy (dam of On Watch, On Post, and 
others), and many others which appear in pres- 
ent day pedigrees. 


FOREIGN 
Robert E. Lee 


HE Earl of Carnarvon was fairly well repaid 

for his visit to Saratoga last August in com- 
pany with E. E. Coussell, of the British Blood- 
stock Agency, when El Morocco, one of his pur- 
chases, won three stakes in succession in Eng- 
land this spring. On June 28 Lord Carnarvon 
came out with what appears to be another good- 
class performer from his Saratoga foray. His 
Robert E. Lee made his first start in the Prin- 
cess Stakes, five furlongs, at Newmarket that 
day, and won from a field which included 25 
other starters. The *Quatre Bras II gelding got 
into contention near the end and won by half a 
length from an unnamed filly by the excellent 
sprinter Gold Bridge out of Lady Madcap. Ap- 
parently quite a bit of money was won over 
Robert E. Lee’s victory, as he had been backed 
down from 6-1 to 7-2. 

Meyrick Good, veteran commentator for the 
Sporting Life, wrote: “Robert E. Lee is by no 
means a big ‘un, his joints are not faultless, and 
he has not a deal of heart room. You see him 
at his best in action. He went to the post like 
a cork, with a delightfully even gait. . . . His 
well regulated stride carried him up the incline 
like a genuine stayer, to win in the style of a 
smart colt from Lady Madcap filly. The latter 
ran a much better race than she did at Ascot.” 


Robert E. Lee is a brown gelding by *Quatre 
Bras II out of Annabell Lee, by *Volta. He was 
bred by Audley Farm and R. H. Anderson, and 
was puchased by the British Bloodstock Agency 
at Saratoga last August for $3,900. The value 
of the stakes he won was £432 (about $2,160). 

Of the nine yearlings bought at Saratoga last 
year and sent to England, two are now stakes 
winners, two others are winners, three have 
— unplaced, and two had not started to July 


El Morocco, by Ariel—Sable Lady, by *Way- 
good, won three stakes in succession and was 
third, under top weight of 130 pounds, in the 
Windsor Castle Stakes at Ascot, beaten a nose 
and a head by Alix (119) and Shadrach (122). 


Harlem, by *Pharamond II—Brown Bride, by 
*Brown Prince II, has raced four times, won two 
minor races, and finished second in the Salisbury 
Stakes. 

Hot Flash, by Haste—Arbor, by Fair Play, has 
started five times, won one race, finished second 
three times. 

Patty (Wise Counsellor—*Heterodyne) made 
her first start in the Speedy Plate at Windsor 
June 3, stumbled at the start and unseated Gor- 
don Richards. Bull Market (*Bull Dog—Bourse- 
camp) was unplaced in the Beckhampton Stakes, 
her first start. Cold Shoulder (Pompey—Permis- 
sion) has been unplaced in four starts. Curtsey 
(Diavolo—King’s Idyll) and Waitabit (Haste— 
Epingle) had not started to July 1. 
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NEW YORK 


Empire City 


HE first week of Empire City’s 24-day meet- 

ing was concluded with the racing of Satur- 
day, July 8. The Yonkers course, always popular 
with New York regulars and with its Westches- 
ter County neighbors, is offering a good class of 
racing and apparently having a successful meet- 
ing, though it does not attract, and cannot ac- 
commodate, such crowds as usually go to the 
leading pari-mutuel tracks. On July 4 about 
12,000 were out to see the holiday program, and 
the crowd of Saturday, July 8, was about the 
same size. 

Stakes feature of the July 4 program was the 
Demoiselle Stakes, won by Alfred Vanderbilt’s 
Now What, whose next engagement is the Lassie 
Stakes at Arlington Park. On the program was 
also the Questionnaire Handicap, a $2,500 added 
overnight event in which Maxwell Howard's The 
Chief, carrying top weight of 123 pounds, won 
by a head from E. R. Bradley’s Bootless (112). 
Another race on the program saw the debut of a 
smart 2-year-old, Mrs. Parker Corning’s Straight 
Lead, a Chance Play colt, which tow-roped a 
field of maidens to win by six lengths, running 
five furlongs in :5945. 

The Empire City track apparently has been 
speeded up for the current meeting. As was the 
case at Aqueduct, a number of very fast races 
have been turned in, and track records of many 
years standing are being lowered or threatened. 
In the Irvington Purse, 1 1-16 miles feature of 
July 7, the Falaise Stable’s Nitro, a 3-year-old 
by Stimulus out of Malvina B., lowered Seabis- 
cuit’s track record to 1:44. Nitro, incidentally, 
was ridden by Johnny Longden, who had been 
brought from Arlington Park to ride two races 
on the day’s program. Longden got two other 
mounts, and wound up by winning the last four 
races on the card. Next day Arnold Hanger’s 
Roman Flag, a 2-year-old gelding by *Cohort— 
Pennant Girl, by *Rire aux Larmes, lowered the 
five-furlong track record to :59!5 in winning a 
maiden race by six lengths, and Fighting Fox 
lowered the 5%,-furlong record to 1:0725 in win- 
ning the Fleetwing Handicap. Nearly all of the 
races run at Empire City are at five furlongs, 
5%, furlongs, or 1 1-16 miles, hence there is not 
much chance for records at other distances. 


Now What by Six Lengths 


A shining star among the current season’s 2- 
year-old fillies is Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s Now 
What. The daughter of Chance Play was a re- 
ceding favorite over a good field for the twenty- 
fifth running of Empire City’s Demoiselle Stakes 
($2,500 added, 2-year-old fillies, 5% furlongs), 
run July 4. With 119 pounds up, including the 
veteran Raymond Workman, Now What strode 
to the front at the start, opened up a four-length 
lead in the first quarter-mile. In the stretch, 
despite the fact that she was still four lengths 
in the lead, Workman roused her to draw away 
and win by six lengths. Greentree Stable’s 
Piquet (113), a *St. Germans filly which had 
won two races, raced in second place most of the 
way, finished second, five lengths ahead of How- 
ard Bruce's Ponemah (113), a good daughter of 
High Quest. W. H. Gallagher’s consistent Us 
(113) was fourth, followed by Pomana (113), 
Witchlike (112), and Amnesty (113). The last 
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three, trained by James Fitzsimmons, ran as an 
entry. The first-starter Witchlike, a daughter 
of Diavolo and the *Sir Gallahad III mare Roman- 
esque, showed high speed in moving up to sec- 
ond place in the first half-mile, but raced greenly. 
Time, :2235, :4615, 1:09, track fast. Stakes 
division, $3,275, $500, $250, $125.

Fighting Fox Cracks a Record 


When Fighting Fox won the Carter Handicap 
at Aqueduct last month he set a new track rec- 
ord of 1:224; for seven furlongs. When he tried 
the nine-furlong Brooklyn Handicap he was badly 
beaten, finishing 10 lengths behind the winner, 
Cravat. That race perhaps convinced Trainer 
James Fitzsimmons that he ought to be content 
to let Fighting Fox stick to the business of being 
the best 4-year-old sprinter in the country. He 
put the brother to Gallant Fox in the Fleetwing 
Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, 5% 
furlongs) at Empire City July 8, under top weight 
of 126 pounds, saw him win by five lengths and 
take two-fifths of a second off a track record 
which had stood unbroken (though not unequaled) 
since 1918. Fighting Fox, up against a good 
field, was favorite, but closed at the good odds of 
7 to 2. Jimmy Stout kept him close to the early 
pace of Mrs. W. Plunket Stewart's Early Deliv- 
ery (109) and T. P. Morgan’s Early Autumn 
(105), took the lead from the latter at the eighth- 
pole and drew out to win by five lengths. The 
early leaders weakened at the end, leaving Ar- 
nold Hanger’s He Did (120) to finish second, 
half a length ahead of W. E. Boeing’s Wise Bar-

East View Stakes 


W. H. Berri’s Williamstown raced four times 
in good company at Hialeah Park last winter, 
was rather decisively beaten in each effort. 
Rested until Belmont Park’s meeting, he was 
second to Woof Woof in his first start there, then 
hung a five-length beating on a good field of 
maidens. Off that convincing show of speed he 
was made a 6-5 favorite over three others which 
came out for the twenty-sixth running of the 
East View Stakes ($2,500 added, 2-year-olds, 534 
furlongs) at Empire City July 8. Ridden by Don 
Meade and carrying 113 pounds, Williamstown 
went to the front at once and opened up a three- 
length lead in the first half-mile. Alfred Vander- 
bilt’s National Stallion Stakes winner Skin Deep 
(122) got within a length and a half of him in 
the stretch but weakened, and Williamstown 
drew away to win by four lengths. Skin Deep 
was a similar distance ahead of Paragon Stables’ 
Alseleda (115), which had a length advantage 
over N. I. Asiel’s Curliqueue (113). Time, :23,

Hanovia was half- 
sister to Worth, winner of the Kentucky Derby 
and Bashford Manor Stakes. The next dam, 
Miss Hanover, won and produced seven winners, 
was grandam of the stakes winners Georgie, 
Dangerous, and Thessaly, third dam of Crout au

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MASSACHUSETTS 
Suffolk Downs 


HE Eastern Racing Association is getting on 

toward the end of its 60-day meeting, the 
most ambitious, in point of racing class, which 
has been attempted at Suffolk Downs. Last Sat- 
urday was the forty-eighth day. The week sees 
the climax of the meeting on Wednesday, July 
12, when the $50,000 added Massachusetts Han- 
dicap is run. The total betting turnover for the 
48 days was $17,657,546, daily average $367,865. 
The crowd of July 4 was estimated at 30,000, and 
that of July 8 at 25,000. 


The Yankee Handicap, feature of the holiday 
program, brought W. L. Brann’s Challedon to 
New England for the first time since he won the 
New England Futurity at Narragansett Park last 
fall, and he proved his excellence on a fast track 
by coming within a fifth of a second of the 
track record. An interesting secondary feature 
ot the July 4 program was the 114-mile allow- 
ance race won by Fanfare Farms’ Tobacco, a 
6-year-old daughter of Blondin. On Friday, July 
7, H. W. Jackson's Ariel Toy won a $1,500 over- 
night handicap, running six furlongs in 1:104¢. 

The Saturday feature was the Hannah Dustin 
Handicap, one of several good races for fillies 
and mares which the track has offered. The race 
went to Rene A. Coward’s Be Jabbers, which the 
previous Monday had finished sixth in a prepara- 
tion race. The public and the stewards felt that 
the two races represented an inconsistency of 
form which needed explaining, and the stewards 
proceeded immediately to take the unusual action 
of suspending Coward pending an investigation 
and scratching two horses which he had entered 
for the Monday program. 


Challedon's Yankee Handicap 


After his smashing triumph in the Preakness 
Stakes on a muddy track William L. Brann's 
Challedon was twice beaten back to third place 
on a fast track, Johnstown and Sun Lover beat- 
ing him in the Dwyer Stakes at Aqueduct, Sun 
Lover and Fight Thirty in the Kent Handicap at 
Delaware Park. On July 4, when Challedon 
picked up top weight of 124 pounds for the 
Yankee Handicap ($15,000 added, 3-year-olds, 
1 3-16 miles) at Suffolk Downs, the track was 
quite fast, but the big crowd unhesitatingly made 
him favorite, at 9 to 10. With Harry Richards 
in the saddle, the Preakness winner overcame 
interference, went to the front in the last quarter- 
mile, scored an easy victory, missed the track 
record by only a fifth of a second—and was never 
extended. 


In the early running Challedon was last of the 
six-horse field. Mrs. F. Ambrose Clark’s speedy 
Lovely Night (122) and Greentree Stable’s Day 
Off (111) went to the front to cut out a burning 
pace. Lovely Night had the lead most of the 
time, and repelled two or three excellent chal- 
lenges by the *Royal Minstrel colt. Day Off’s 
stablemate, Hash (117), ridden by Eddie Arcaro, 
was being reserved in third place to take up 
where Day Off was expected to leave off in the 
stretch. In the back stretch Challedon began to 
move up along the rail. He was blocked twice 
before Richards decided to take him to the out- 
side to the turn. As they straightened out in 
the stretch Lovely Night and Day Off were still 
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leading the procession, but Hash and Challedon 
were gaining fast. The Brann colt soon asserted 
his superiority, though Lovely Night hung on 
doggedly in the stretch run until after the eighth- 
pole was passed. Then he weakened and Hash, 
son of Questionnaire, moved up to finish second, 
a length behind the unhurried winner. Two 
lengths behind Hash, C. H. (Tobe) Trotter’s 
Silent Witness (106), by Busy American, nosed 
out Lovely Night and W. C. Stroube’s Sirasia 
(101; for third money, after having come from 
last place in the last furlong. Day Off, weakened 
by his efforts to run down Lovely Night, finished 
last, a length and a half behind Sirasia. Challe- 
dor, despite the fact that he won by only a length, 
was not being urged at the finish, and did not 
appear to have been fully extended at any time 
during the race.

Challedon’s victory, the second of his 3-year- 
old season, raised his total earnings to $143,910, 
of which $80,700 has been earned this year.

(Note: In these accounts 
were two errors. John A. Dewar is a nephew, 
not a son, of the late Lord Dewar. *Challenger 
II did not get his legs caught in a “roll” of barbed 
wire, but in a barbed wire which ran through a 
hedge fence.) 


Be Jabbers Surprises Stewards 


When R. A. Coward’s Be Jabbers won the 
Portsmouth Handicap at Narragansett Park she 
was the second longest-priced horse in the field. 
She was then beaten three times in good fields, 
the races being won by Pagliacci, War Minstrel, 
and Rehearsal. When she came out for the third 
running of the Hannah Dustin Handicap ($5,000 
added, 3-year-olds and up, fillies and mares, 
1 1-16 miles) at Suffolk Downs July 10 under 
equal top weight of 114 pounds, she was $7.60 to 
$1 in the tote, despite the fact that she was a 
consensus choice of Daily Racing Form handi- 
cappers. She won the race by a head, and the 
— Downs stewards immediately issued a 
ruling: 


The entries of Pandonna and Waxwing have been 
scratched from Monday's races and further entries of 
R: A. Coward are refused pending further investigation 
of the improved race turned in by Be Jabbers, winner 
of the Hannah Dustin Handicap. 


Mrs. Emil Denemark’s Court Dance (112) 
moved to the front immediately after the start 
and in a quarter-mile opened up a lead of two 
lengths. Lucas Dupps had Be Jabbers in second 
place under light restraint. Last in the field of 
11 was William E. Boeing’s Parscout (113), and 
only a little ahead of her was Wheatley 3table’s 
Acorn Stakes winner Hostility (3-y-o, 111), 
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coupled with Belair Stud’s Wise Lady (3-y-o, 
107), in an entry which was favorite at 9 to 5. 
Court Dance held the lead until a quarter-mile 
from the finish, when she weakened badly, and 
Be Jabbers went to the front to open up a lead 
of about a length and a half at the eighth-pole. 
The horse that was now second to her was Par- 
scout, which had moved up from last place in a 
little more than a quarter-mile. In the run to 
the finish Parscout continued to gain on Be Jab- 
bers, but she missed victory by a head. Third, 
three lengths back, was Mrs. Elmer Trueman’s 
Toddle On (110), which, like the winner, is a 
daughter of Bud Lerner. A length and a half 
farther back in fourth place was Hostility, which, 
after being outrun for the first half-mile, finished 
with good speed. The others in order were 
Dorothy Rock (108), Court Dance, Wise Lady, 
Harp Weaver (107), Savage Beauty (114), Fly- 
ing Lee (107), Loveday (3-y-o, 111). Loveday, 
a consistent daughter of Petee-Wrack, had “suf- 
fered repeated interference,” according to the 
chartmakers. Time, :2335, :4645, 1:1135, 1:38%5, 
1:4425, track fast.

Arlington Park 


HIS week marks the midpoint of Arlington 

Park’s 30-day meeting. The Arlington 
Heights course, operated on a non-profit basis, 
was intended to provide the highest class of rac- 
ing in the Middle West, but owing to sterner 
competition in the East, it is no longer able to 
attract as many high-class horses as it once did. 
But it has had good racing thus far, and appar- 
ently is showing a slight increase in attendance 
and revenue over the 1938 meeting. 

The best of its racing lies in the remaining 
weeks. The Lassie Stakes, to be run Saturday, 
July 15, will attract a field of the best 2-year- 
old fillies, including several which will be shipped 
from the East. The following Saturday, July 22, 
the Classic Stakes for 3-year-olds promises to 
provide another meeting between Belair Stud’s 
Johnstown and W. L. Brann’s Challedon. Johns- 
town is expected to arrive at the track about 
July 15. Recent workouts have indicated that 
the champion is not affected by throat trouble, 
as Trainer James Fitzsimmons had feared he 
might be. The Arlington Futurity marks the 
closing day, July 29. 


The feature of last Saturday’s program was 
the $2,500 added Hyde Park Stakes, in which 
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Joseph E. Widener’s Roman made his first ap- 
pearance since winning the Bashford Manor 
Stakes at Churchill Downs and scored a driving 
victory. Approximately 18,000 were in the Satur- 
day crowd. 


Stars and Stripes Handicap 


Through his first two seasons of racing Mrs. 
John D. Hertz’s Count d’Or scored one modest 
victory in 15 starts. But this year he finished 
second and third in his first two starts at Santa 
Anita Park, then won three in succession, at 
Santa Anita, Jamaica, and Arlington Park. Off 
these three wins he was made favorite, at 13 to 
10, for the eleventh running of the Stars and 
Stripes Handicap ($10,000 added, 3-year-olds and 
up, 114 miles) at Arlington Park, July 4. Johnny 
Longden had the mount on Count d’Or, which 
carried 107 pounds. At the start the favorite 
went into the air and got away last in a field of 
nine. But Longden immediately began urging 
him forward in the field, finding room to move 
up between horses. Winston Guest’s Drudgery 
(116), with Ira Hanford in the saddle, took the 
lead at the start and held it by a margin of one 
length over Calumet Farm’s Taxes (107) to the 
final sixteenth where Count d’Or was brought to 
the outside and won going away. Only a head 
separated Drudgery and Taxes for second and 
third place. Shandon Farm’s Burning Star (116) 
made a slow start and did not show any speed 
until the first six furlongs had been run, when he 
moved up from eighth position in the field to 
finish fourth, a length and a half back of Taxes. 
The others were Chief Onaway (3-y-o, 104), 
Eagle Pass (111), Mucho Gusto (116), Chance 
Ray (105), and Some Count (105). Time, :2335, 
74725, 1:1145, 1:2735, 1:5045, track fast.

Count d’Or, foaled April 17, 1935, at Leona 
Farms, Cary, Ill., won only one race at two from 
seven starts, and was unplaced in his other six 
attempts. At three he started eight times, failed 
to win, but was once second and once third. This 
has been his best season. He has won four of 
his six starts, finished second once and third once. 
His record to date for the three seasons is 21 
starts, five firsts, two seconds, two thirds, earned 
$12,950. The Stars and Stripes Handicap was his 
first start in a stakes event. Mr. Hertz imported 
*Faucille d’Or in 1929. She never raced. She has 
four foals of racing age, but only one other has 
won, Flying Breeze, a winner of eight races at 
two, three, and four. Luzerne, foaled 1915, did 
not race. She produced the winners Triomphal, 
Oronte, Abries, Amina, dam of the winner 
Arezzo, and Kaline (at two in 1938) and the 
producers La Jacqueline (dam of Kekee, Frelon 
II, and Jupiter IV), Lumiere (dam of Mont- 
cient, Drocourt, Lutine, Film Lumiere, and Lux- 
uria), and Floraison (dam of Soleiman and Le 
Chatellier). Fourragere also produced the win- 
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ners New Mown Hay (third dam of No Regrets), 
Faucheur (stakes winner of 239,875 francs and 
sire), Moissonneur, Grand Vizir, and Rose Ma- 
rine, and the producer Argonne. 


Roman's Hyde Park Stakes 


Joseph E. Widener’s Roman (119) scored his 
third successive stakes victory, and his fourth 
win in succession, when he captured the eleventh 
running of the Hyde Park Stakes ($2,500 added, 
2-year-olds, 542 furlongs) at Arlington Park 
July 8. The son of *Sir Gallahad III and the 
stakes-winning mare *Buckup, making his first 
start since he won the Bashford Manor Stakes at 
Churchill Downs May 5, was made an odds-on 
favorite, at 7 to 10, with Russell A. Firestone’s 
Marogay (117) second choice at 4 to 1. Maro- 
gay had won three of his five previous races, had 
finished second in the other two. The race came 
out according to expectations. Roman, ridden 
by Warren Yarberry, went to the front immedi- 
ately after the start, with Marogay right after 
him. The Widener colt, a free-running young- 
ster with an unusual lightness of stride, drew out 
to a three-length lead on the turn, but appeared 
to tire after reaching the eighth-pole and had to 
be driven briskly to beat Marogay a length. 
Liberty Kerr (114), owned by C. Andrade III, was 
third, a length and a half behind Marogay, four 
lengths ahead of E. W. Duffy’s Dollarville (112). 
The others were Domkin (117), Chatted (114), 
Black Time (117), Predicate (117). Time, :2245,

Detroit 


ETROIT’S 49-day meeting closes Saturday, 

July 15. It has been an unhappy meeting, as 
far as the management is concerned. Inclement 
weather has had an adverse effect on receipts on 
several of the most important days, and it has 
been difficult to find good horses for the best 
races. In the Moslem Temple Stakes on July 4 
there were only four starters, and in the Pont- 
chartrain Stakes the same day only three horses 
ran. The small fields naturally reduced the 
wagering on the feature events, hence the track 
did not get the full benefit of the fact that some 
15,000 persons were on the grounds, the second 
largest crowd of the meeting. 

The program of Wednesday, July 5, with $400 
purses, was given over to raising funds for the 
Horsemen’s Relief Society, a pioneer organiza- 
tion in welfare work on the Turf.

His record for the 
two seasons is 21 starts, six firsts, three seconds, 
two thirds, and he has earned $5,185. *Chaucer 
Girl was imported in 1927. She placed at two. 
Anelida won in England and also produced the 
winners The Yank (Lambton Gold Cup) and 
Prime Minister and the producer *Sonelida, dam 
of the winners Mopeco, Adilenos, Evangelist, 
Light Action, and Ruffy. Araminta won the 
Newmarket Oaks and also produced the win- 
ners Canterbury Belle (Column Produce Stakes), 
Francis Joseph (stakes winner), Sunny, and 
Joseph the First.

Liberty Handicap

Prince Argo, foaled May 25, 1935, at W. H. 
Lipscomb’s Raspberry Plain, Leesburg, Va., was 
sold by Mr. Lipscomb at the Saratoga sales in 
August, 1936, to C. J. McDonald, of Detroit, for 
$1,000. Mr. McDonald did not race Prince Argo 
at two, but at three the colt won his first start, 4 
claiming event. In his next start, January 28, at 
New Orleans, Mr. Hernandez claimed Prince Argo 
for $1,500. His racing record for 1938 was 31 
starts, 10 firsts, 5 seconds, and five thirds, and he 
earned $10,260. He won the Au Revoir Handicap 
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at Thistledown Park and was third in the Buck- 
eye Handicap. He has won four of his nine starts 
this year. His total record for the two seasons 
is 40 starts, 14 firsts, seven seconds, six thirds, 
and $15,290 earned. Georgia Rose won 12 races 
up to six, and is dam of the winners Step Away 
(at three and four), Ballad (at three, 1939), and 
Mac’s Cantor (by *Happy Argo) at two, 1939. 
Georgia Rose has only one other foal of racing 
age, Georgian, which placed at two and three. 
*Sea Mist also produced the winners Pittston, 
Bright Seas, and *Clearing Up (dam of six win- 
ners and the producer Flitting Miss). *Sea Mist 
was half-sister to Sea Fret, dam of the winners 
Fog Horn and Suroit.

HE 33-day meeting at North Randall, made- 
over trotting track, ended July 4 with a pro- 
gram featured by the Independence Day Handi- 
cap, won by Saunderstown.

(116) and Billy’s Folly (108) and R. Mozer’s 
Alan Chicle (110). Jockey J. W. Wilson took 
Saunderstown into a two-length lead in the first 
half-mile, had to drive him mightily through the 
stretch to stall off the protracted challenge of 
Burger and Murdock’s Zipaway (3-y-o, 110), 
very much an outsider in the betting. Through 
the last furlong Saunderstown held to an advan- 
tage of inches.

Totalizator 


Except for Pimlico, Maryland’s major tracks 
have been reluctant to install the totalizator, de- 
spite the fact that the Maryland Racing Com- 
mission has been insistent on its use and the 
further fact that Henry L. Straus, of Baltimore, 
controls the use of tote. Last spring the com- 
mission made a final effort to bring the totaliza- 
tor into use at the other tracks by offering an 
additional one-half of one per cent take-out on 
the betting pools to tracks equipped with the 
mechanism. Last week it was announced that 
contracts had been signed for immediate instal- 
lation of the totalizator at Havre de Grace and 
Laurel Park. By fall Bowie will be the only 
Maryland mile track without the tote.

Warspite Wins Steeplechase 


The Vicmead Highweight Steeplechase Handi- 
cap ($2,500 added, about 212 miles, 4-year-olds 
anc upward) was the only stakes event on the 
program July 3, the next to last day of the 30-day 
meeting at Delaware Park.

Honey Cloud Sets a Record 


The feature of the last day (July 4) of the 
excellent Delaware Park meeting was the third 
running of the Sussex Handicap ($10,000 added, 
3-year-olds and up, 114 miles). After the scratch- 
ing of Eight Thirty, Rex Flag, and Brown 
Knight, there were 10 starters left. The crowd 
hit upon the entry of W. S. Kilmer’s Nedayr 
(117) and Fairfields Stable’s (Mrs. Kilmer’s) 
Lucky Omen (111) as the favorite, and backed 
it down to slightly less than 2 to 1. George 
Seabo got Lucky Omen away in front, but he 
was quickly passed by Mrs. Albert J. Abel’s 
Honey Cloud (115) and Brandywine Stable’s 
Masked General (107). The intervals between 
the three leaders were a length or less for the 
first six furlongs. Lucky Omen made his chal- 
lenge nearing the last turn, but the speed was 
gone out of him, and instead of gaining he fell 
back until at the end of a mile he was four 
lengths behind Masked General. At this point 
Wayne Wright was driving hard with Nedayr, 
and the 1938 Classic winner went past his stable- 
mate to challenge the leaders. He finished well, 
but at the end was third. Honey Cloud, having 
been rated during the early stages by Glenn 
Smith, had plenty left to beat off the determined 
bid of Masked General and win by half a length. 
Masked General was a length and a half ahead 
of Nedayr. Fourth, a length farther back, was 
Mrs. B. F. Whitaker’s Sickle T. (106), the second 
choice. Behind him in order finished *Shangay 
Lily (108), Handcuff (110), Lucky Omen, Flat 
Lance (103), Roseretter (10912), Savage Beauty 
(104). The two mares which finished at the 
end of the procession had eliminated themselves 
by bumping each other on the first turn. Time,

The previous record, a fifth 
of a second slower, was set by Marica last year 
under 125 pounds.

KENTUCKY 


Latonia 


HE twilight meeting at Latonia, onetime im- 

portant track opposite Cincinnati, has now 
settled down to a steady grind. Apparently put- 
ting back the time of the first race to 4:30 
o'clock (Eastern Standard Time) has done noth- 
ing to make the meeting more successful than 
recent attempts at the old course. Crowds have 
been uniformly small and betting light. The Sat- 
urday and holiday programs are started at 2:20 
o'clock, and nine races are included in the day’s 
card with the slightest provocation. 


Last week’s stakes races were the Indepen- 
dence Handicap of July 4, won by Dixiana’s 
Torchy, and the Cincinnati Trophy of July 8, in 
which Betty Sweep, bred, owned, and trained by 
Torchy’s trainer, Clyde Van Dusen, won in a 
thrilling finish which saw four heads on the post. 
The feature of Saturday, July 15, is the Quick- 
step Handicap. 


Torchy's Independence Handicap 


Since the Keeneland spring meeting Torchy, 
an excellent handicapper in the Dixiana string 
handled by Clyde Van Dusen, had failed to add 
a winning race to his record. But at Latonia on 
July 4 he got in the Independence Handicap ($2,- 
500 added, 3-year-olds and up, 1's miles) under 
109 pounds. The favorite, Miss Louise J. Hick- 
man’s Arabs Arrow, had to carry top weight of 
122 pounds. R. L. Vedder drove Torchy to the 
front shortly after the start, steadied him down 
the back stretch while he had a lead of two or 
three lengths, and drew away in the stretch to 
win by four lengths. E. A. Bischoff’s Blue Fang 
(3-y-o, 105, including four pounds overweight) 
ran past most of the others in the last quarter 
to finish second, two lengths ahead of Arabs 
Arrow. Mose Goldblatt’s Dnieper (103) was 
fourth, ahead of Sweet Adeline (103), Miss Sarah 
(3-y-o, 105), and Sky Ball (3-y-o, 105). Time,

In three seasons Torchy has started 39 times, 
won 15 races, finished five times second, seven 
times third, earned $19,930. Notes on his record 
and pedigree were published in THE BLOOD-HORSE 
of April 22, page 607, after he had won the 
Phoenix Handicap at Keeneland. 


Four Noses on the Post 


The sweltering crowd at Latonia last Satur- 
day, July 8, must have felt its temperature rise 
a few degrees figuratively as it watched the 
thirty-seventh running of the Cincinnati Trophy 
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($2,500 added, 2-year-olds, 54% furlongs). Betty 
Sweep (116), bred, owned, and trained by Clyde 
Van Dusen, opened up a lead of a length and a 
half but in the stretch she found herself em- 
broiled in a desperate struggle with four other 
2-year-olds. At the eighth-pole F. P. Letellier’s 
Harvest Moon (114), J. W. Bell’s Heel Up (109), 
and the favorite, Mrs. Kirby Ramsey’s Sassy 
Mate (119), which had raced wide all the way, 
were lapped on her, and then Charles C. Van- 
Meter’s Votum (112) came up to take part in a 
sizzling finish which saw four heads on the post. 
The camera placed them: Betty Sweep, Sassy 
Mate, Harvest Moon, and Votum, with Heel Up 
another length away. The others in the 13-horse 
field were Endy (112), Kanalbret (109), Bobs 
Squad (117), First Up (117), Shine O’Night 
(110), True Star (117), City Talk (117), Teen 
(116). Time, :2315, :47%, 1:00%5, 1:07, track 
fast. Stakes division, $2,795, $500, $250, $125.

Betty Sweep, foaled April 17, 1937, at Clyde 
Van Dusen’s Few Acres Farm, Lexington, has 
won three of her five races, finished unplaced in 
the other two, and has earned $3,820. 

Betty Derr won 14 races and $41,614, including 
the Latonia Oaks, Debutante Stakes at Church- 
ill Downs, Debutante Stakes at Washington 
Park, and Clipsetta Stakes. Betty Derr has 
three foals of racing age, the winners Betty 
Sweep and Torch Betty (at three, 1939). Her 
first foal is Betty Torch (foaled in 1935), which 
raced only once at three and was_ unplaced. 
Uncle’s Lassie won 14 races, including the Min- 
eola Selling and Lynbrook Selling Stakes. She 
has produced 11 foals of racing age, 10 of them 
winners and five of them stakes winners. Her 
winners include Clyde Van Dusen ($122,402, in- 
cluding the Kentucky Derby, Idle Hour, Valley, 
Orphanage, Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes, sec- 
ond in American National Futurity), Sixteen 
Sixty (Louisiana Juvenile Stakes), Seventeen 
Sixty (Homewood Stakes), Ted Clark (Arling- 
ton, Waggoner, San Felipe, Santa Margarita, 
Birmingham, Wyandotte Handicaps), Lassie’s 
Son, Tartarus, Pete’s Niece, Dollar Bay (at two, 
1939), and Henriette Hardies (also producer). 
Uncle’s Lassie now belongs to Charles T. Fisher, 
owner of Dixiana. Planutess won the Kinder- 
garten and Detroit Stakes and produced seven 
winners, including the stakes winner Tracksend 
and the winner and producer Queen of the Water, 
dam of Heeltaps (stakes winner and dam of Fly- 
ing Heels), Salacia (stakes winner and dam of 
Sation), Waterway, Queenly Way, Unlimited, Sea 
Wolf, and Scotch and Soda.

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CALIFORNIA 
Hollywood Park 


ALIFORNIA stables last week were taking 

the cream from the rich offerings of the 
Hollywood Park meeting. On July 4 Charles S. 
Howard's *Kayak II, racing for the first time 
since he won the $100,000 Santa Anita Handicap, 
scored an easy victory in the $15,000 American 
Handicap. On Saturday, July 8, came the sec- 
ond running of the $25,000 added Hollywood 
Derby. This rich prize fell to Circle M Ranch’s 
Shining One, trained by W. B. Finnegan, bred 
by John Hay Whitney. Shining One is a 3-year- 
old bay colt by *Twink out of Pompoon’'s dam, 
Oonagh, by Friar Rock. Shining One equaled 
Seabiscuit’s track record of 2:034; for the mile 
and a quarter. A more complete story of this 
race will be included in next week's issue. 

Richest race of the Hollywood Park meeting is 
the $50,000 added Hollywood Gold Cup, to be run 
Saturday, July 22. Cravat, winner of the Subur- 
ban and Brooklyn Handicap double, is now at 
Hollywood Park preparing for the race, in which 
he will meet *Kayak II. Cravat has been assigned 
top weight of 126 pounds by Handicapper Webb 
Everett, and *Kayak II is next with 125 pounds, 
five pounds more than he carried in the Ameri- 
can Handicap. *Ligaroti, now at Suffolk Downs 
for the Massachusetts Handicap, was assigned 
121 pounds, Main Man 119, Specify 118, Tatter- 
demalion 115, *Don Mike 114, Whichcee 114, 
Today 112, *Sorteado 112. Weights for the others 
ranged down to 100 pounds. 

Despite the high class of racing Hollywood 
Park is providing, its attendance and totalizator 
turnover have been lower than in 1938. On July 
4 the turnover was $733,325, as compared with 
$896,575 in 1938. The daily average handle for 
the meeting through July 4 was $416,520. The 
average handle for the inaugural session last 
summer was just short of $500,000. 


Wildland Beats California Horses 


Among the 13 horses which went to the post 
for the Golden State Breeders’ Handicap ($10,000 
added, 3-year-olds and up, 1 1-16 miles) at Holly- 
wood Park July 1 the horse with the least im- 
pressive record for the last three seasons was 
F. M. Carr’s Wildland (109). But Wildland, rid- 
den by A. Gray, went back to the form that had 
made him a stakes winner three years earlier 
and turned in one of the best races of his career. 
He got away slowly, was badly outrun during the 
first half of the distance, and after a half-mile 
was in tenth position in the field of 13, many 
lengths back of the Thomas Loeff’s pacemaking 
Bubbling Boy (3-y-o, 115). He moved up grad- 
ually on the outside, and in the last quarter-mile 
the field came back to him and he won going 
away by two lengths. J. W. McClatchie’s Xeno- 
may (113) was second by three lengths. The 
finish for third money was very close, and the 
camera ranked Silver State Stable’s Rolling Ball 
(118), Bubbling Boy, and Bing Crosby’s High 
Strike (113) in that order. Rolling Ball, the 
favorite, had lost ground on the turn after trying 
to get through near the rail and again was caught 
in close quarters in the stretch run. The others 
were Real Clear (111), Morning Breeze (3-y-o, 
108), Iron Hills (111), Barnsley (107), Maysette 
(3-y-o, 105), Smoky Snyder (3-y-o, 108), Valley 
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Lass (3-y-o0, 105), Alviso (110). Time, :23%, 
247, 1:1235, 1:3915, 1:4535, track fast. Stakes 
division, $7,525, $2,000, $1,000, $500.

Wildland was one of the first crop of foals got 
by Wildair after Henry Potter Russell bought 
that stallion out of the C. V. Whitney sale in 
1931 and moved him to California. He has raced 
five seasons for Frank M. Carr, a former State 
senator from Oakland. At two he seemed quite 
worthless, finishing unplaced in six starts, but at 
three, after an infected molar had been removed, 
he showed a flash of class, winning the Half 
Moon Handicap at Tanforan and placing in three 
other stakes events. But after one good season 
he slipped back. He won a modest race in 1937, 
but could not score again until, after numerous 
tries, he was dropped into a $2,500 claiming race 
at Bay Meadows this spring and won easily. In 
all he has started 72 times, won nine races, fin- 
ished seven times second, 10 times third, and has 
earned $16,245. Iolanda, bred in New York by 
the Sanford Stud Farm, was sold as a yearling 
for $1,600, Max Hirsch buying her for the ac- 
count of Herbert Pulitzer. But the following 
spring Mr. Pulitzer put her in a spring sale at 
Lexington, and she was sold for $500 to Frank 
Hatch, of Yuba City, Calif. She never raced, 
was bred as a 3-year-old, and her first foal is 
Wildland. Two later foals, Norlanda and The 
Cleaver, are winners, and her only other foal of 
racing age, the 2-year-old Mioland, has not yet 
raced. *Jocasta, the second dam, had five foals: 
one died as a foal, another was never named, 
two failed to start, one raced unplaced. Her 
daughter Epicasta is dam of the winner Ales- 
sano. *Orange Lady produced the winners 
Matthew, Benedictine, and *Pontypridd (Colum- 
bus Day Handicap, also producer), and the pro- 
ducer *Lacerta. The next dam, Lady Cynosure, 
sister to Polymelus, was fourth dam of Perifox. 


*Kayak Il Has It Easy 


After his victory in the $100,000 added Santa 
Anita Handicap on March 4 last, Charles S. 
Howard's *Kayak II suffered an injury which 
prevented him from racing for four months. On 
July 4 he appeared under colors again, in the 
second running of the American Handicap 
($15,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, 1% miles) 
at Hollywood Park. His opposition in that event 
might have been stronger but for the fact that 
Specify and Whichcee had received cuts on the 
legs in the Inglewood Mile Handicap on June 24 
and Main Man had pulled up lame after a work- 
out on July 2. With these good ones missing 
from the field the colt from Argentina was 4 
6-to-10 favorite. George Woolf rode *Kayak II 
(120), and kept him in second place during the 
early running, indulging Mrs. Graceton Philpot’s 
Flying Wild (102) with the pacemaking task. 
But when Woolf released his restraining hold 4 
little the favorite bounded to the front and went 
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on to win by five lengths. Nelson A. Howard's 
Gosum (107), after being outrun early, moved 
up to finish second, three and a half lengths 
ahead of Binglin Stock Farm's *Olimpo (107), 
which barely nosed Flying Wild out of third 
money. The others were Big Ed (3-y-0, 99), No 
Dice (107), Count Atlas (105), *Mount Vernon 
TI (106). It was the second year in succession 
the Independence Day feature at Hollywood Park 
had been won by a South American importation, 
*Ligaroti having been the winner last year, 
setting a track record which *Kayak II broke.

*Kayak UI, now being touted for greatness, has 
started 13 times in the United States (he did not 
race before his importation), has won 10 races, 
finished second twice, third once, and has earned

Sale Stakes 


The first running of the California Breeders 
Sale Stakes ($3,000 added, 515 furlongs, 2-year- 
olds), for horses foaled in California and sold at 
public auction at Hollywood Park on January 9, 
1939, was the feature of the program July 5 at 
Hollywood Park. The race brought out a field 
of seven, only two of which were maidens. 
Fourth choice in the betting at $7.40 to $1 was 
Circle M Ranch’s Red Chip, which followed 
closely the pace of T. H. Nesbit’s Wilton (by 
Penalo--Swell Lady, sold for $450) in the early 
stages of the race. Red Chip, ridden by Jack 
Westrope, who thus completed a triple for the 
day, went to the front easily in the stretch and 
won by 4', lengths from Wilton with speed to 
spare. In third position all the way was Bob- 
White Stable’s Grantham (by Penalo—Hester 
Ann, sold for $2,100) the only filly in the race, 
which carried 119 pounds. The weight for the 
colts and geldings was 122. W. G. McCarty’s 


Ebony Night finished in fourth place. The others 
were Allergic, Batley, and Wahlune. Time, :23,

Red Chip was foaled March 20, 1937, at Walter 
Hoffman's Rancho Casitas, at Ventura. He was 
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sold at the first California Breeders Association’s 
sale, January 9, 1939, and was knocked down to 
W. B. Finnegan, trainer for the Circle M Ranch, 
for $1,000. Red Chip has made three starts, 
finished twice first and once third, and has earned 
$3,110. Rambling won at two and is also dam of 
the winners Rey Crystal and Red Checker (at 
two and four, 1939). Miamba is also dam of the 
winners Roman Soldier (Detroit, Texas Derbys, 
Hialeah Park Inaugural, Bahama, Granite State, 
Rockingham Park, Decoration Day Handicaps, 
second in Kentucky and Illinois Derbys, third in 
Florida Derby), Nocturnlabe, Millie M., and 
Miamba Girl. Heliosis produced five winners and 
was sister to Helios, winner of the Breeders’ Fu- 
turity and Quickstep Handicap. The next dam 
was Hindoo Rose, dam of seven winners, includ- 
ing Rosa Mundi, dam of Rose of Sharon.

A. S. Hewitt Buys Jacola 


Abram S. Hewitt, owner of Montana Hall at 
White Post, Va., last week purchased from Ed- 
ward Friendly the outstanding race mare Jacola, 
which broke down in the Newcastle Handicap at 
Delaware Park June 10. Mr. Hewitt, who has 
made it a practice to obtain high-class race 
mares for his breeding operations, will retire the 
daughter of *Jacopo to his stud. 

Jacola was probably the best filly of her year. 
At two she won the Selima Stakes, finished sec- 
ond in the Schuylerville Stakes and Pimlico Fu- 
turity, third in Spinaway Stakes. At three she 
began racing in the fall, won the Laurel Stakes, 
the Maryland Handicap, the Washington Handi- 
cap, and finished second in the Ladies’ Handicap. 
This year she won only one of her seven starts, 
and finished third in three stakes races. In three 
seasons she started 25 times, won 11 races, was 
five times second, and four times third, earning 
$70,060.

Charles S. Howard's 3-year-old Flying Rex 
broke his leg in a race at Hollywood Park July 7 
and was destroyed.

Sweep mares owned by Emerson F. Woodward, 
died recently at Valdina Farms in Texas.

Woodward's Valdina Farms, has been appointed 
manager of T. P. Morgan’s farm in Texas. 

The official count of the voting on New Jer- 
sey’s amendment restoring pari-mutuel betting 
has been completed. The count was 457,255 to 
301,128. 

Joe Dyer, brother of Johnny Gilbert and the 
late Pete Dyer, rode five winners at Kings Park, 
Montreal, July 4. He was third in two other 
races.

THE BLOOD-HORSE has received enough sub- 
scriptions for its contemplated book of brood- 
mare records to indicate that the book will be 
published. To date (July 11) a total of 123 reser- 
vations have been made, and of these formal 
agreements have been signed for 96 copies. 

Subscriptions will still be welcomed, and each 
additional copy ordered will reduce the price of 
the book. A prospectus indicating the nature of 
the material to be included has been published 
and distributed, copies of which may be obtained 
upon request. 


Owner-Trainer W. H. Webb was suspended for 
60 days on the basis of a saliva test on Blow 
Away in the eighth race at Ak-Sar-Ben on June 
27. A saliva test of Donald W., entered in the 
first race the same day, resulted in a 60-day 
suspension for Owner-Trainer Wilbur Brown. 

The summer meeting of the National Associa- 
tion of State Racing Commissioners, which was 
to have been held at Seattle, Wash., late in July, 
has been called off. Officials of the association 
decided that one meeting a year would be suffi- 
cient to transact all the business which comes 
before the organization. 

Lifelike, owned by D. Dibella, won the first 
race at Arlington Park July 6 Lexbrook 
Stables, owner of Colonel Ed, which finished sec- 
ond, protested that Lifelike was ineligible, was 
awarded first money. Lifelike, is was claimed, 
had been sold within sixty days after being 
claimed, which is contrary to rule 105 of the 
Illinois racing rules. 

William O. Hicks started the Emdale Stable's 
Hard Loser in the first race at Arlington Park 
July 5, bet $2 across the board on him, and 
coupled him in the daily double with Bluefield. 
Hard Loser wen, paid $307 for $2. For his daily 
double ticket young Mr. Hicks collected $3,835.20. 
It was the biggest daily double pay-off of the 
year. 

The engineer on a switch engine near the 
Longacres track saw a blaze coming from a 
stable early on the morning of July 3, turned on 
his whistle until stable hands in the grounds 
were awakened. The barn was destroyed but 19 
of the 20 horses it housed were saved. The horse 
lost was Dusty Lace, a 2-year-old filly by King 
Heather. A beam fell on Jockey Joe Frye, 
sprained his back. 

On July 5 Federal Judge George C. Sweeney 
ordered a week’s recess in the proxy battle being 
waged between Narragansett Park’s ins and outs. 
Walter E. O’Hara’s group had submitted proxies 
for 113,099 shares, of which 14,722 were chal- 
lenged by the opposition. The present manage- 
ment, headed by Judge James E. Dooley, sub- 
mitted proxies for 200,263 shares. There are 
350,000 shares outstanding. The litigants will 
appear before Judge Sweeney again July 12.

Notes From New England 


HAVE received several letters from readers 

wanting to know what I have been doing late- 
ly, and why I don’t write regularly. Have also 
received a number of letters requiring imme- 
diate information, if it was to be of any use to 
the writer, and have answered them directly, and 
have received letters of thanks from them for the 
suggestions I was able to give. I am, of course, 
very much pleased that anyone should miss my 
column, as it is gratifying to know that anyone 
has been helped or interested by one’s efforts. 

Since leaving Florida I have been quite busy 
with a rather large stable of horses, mostly 2- 
year-olds, which I am trying to develop. Among 
them are several of high promise, and if all goes 
well, I hope to have a stakes horse or so before 
snowfall. 

Speaking of snow, one could well have thought 
today (Wednesday, June 28) a late October day 
instead of mid-summer. The temperature at Suf- 
folk Downs could have been little above 50, if 
that high; and overcoats were very welcome. 
Nevertheless a big crowd was out to see Pom- 
poon and the running of the Myles Standish 
Stakes for 2-year-old colts and geldings. Pom- 
poon looked in the pink of condition, and the 
crowd made him a favorite. I thought his defeat 
by Pagliacci, which he was conceding 17 pounds, 
was largely due to his rider’s taking him under 
too much restraint the first quarter-mile while 
the light-weighted winner took a lonesome lead. 
A good thing for young trainers to remember is 
to caution riders never to let another horse, es- 
pecially a lightly weighted horse, take much of a 
lead on theirs in the mud. It is almost sure to 
be fatal to the hopes of the horses behind. 

I was much interested in the 2-year-old stakes, 
as I had hoped to have an entry myself, but the 
coughing epidemic here delayed my training, and 
I had nothing ready to start. Several good colts 
had come up from New York and other Eastern 
points, which I had never seen, and I was anxious 
to form an opinion as to just how good the best 
were. 

Twelve went to the post, and a very smart 
looking field it was. I visited the walking ring 
to decide on a winner, if possible, and after look- 
ing them over carefully, decided that despite the 
fact that he is not fashionably bred and began 
his career by running and being claimed in a 
cheap race in Florida last winter, Johnnie J. was 
the best colt in the field. I am still sure that I 
was right, despite the fact that he finished only 
third. Other very good-looking colts were Smart 
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Bet, Cardell, Skin Deep, Halcyon Boy, and Third 
Covey. I did not greatly fancy the winner Dos, 
as he is hardly as smooth and smart-looking a 
colt as any of those mentioned. The favorite, 
Dodger, did not impress me, despite his good rac- 
ing and working record. In the parade Dodger 
reared and fell with his rider and ran away to 
the stable area. He was brought back rather 
promptly by the pony-boy, but did not run prom- 
inently in the race, so his fall may have done 
him some injury. 

The track was very deep and holding on the 
inside, and drying out from the middle outward. 
The inside post position horses were at a great 
disadvantage. Both the winner and the second 
horse were on the outside, having numbers 11 
and 10 respectively, and Johnnie J. was the only 
horse from the inside to get into the picture. 
His position was No. 5. Dos and Skin Deep ap- 
peared running like a team at the head of the 
stretch, and took a wide turn to get on the dry 
going. Johnnie J. at that moment drove up from 
somewhere back in the pack, and right on the 
rail in the deep going. He was going so fast that 
he headed the two leaders about mid-stretch, but 
his rider kept him down in the deep going, so the 
two in the good going ran him down in the run 
for the wire. There was no doubt of Johnnie J. 
being best, as I saw the race, and if one of mine 
can whip him, I will not be much afraid of be- 
ing beaten often. This Johnnie J. looks like a 3- 
year-old, is well balanced, rather on the large 
side, but not too large, is very broad and deep, 
and has the best of legs, and a very smart ap- 
pearance. If *Rolls Royce can get horses like 
this one with any regularity, he will have to be 
admitted into fashionable horse society ere long. 


New Competition 


HE most frequent topic of conversation among 

horsemen for the past two weeks has been 
the addition of New Jersey to the racing calen- 
dar. Everybody I have heard mention it expects 
to go there next year, and all of them feel sorry 
for New England. They predict, and greatly 
enjoy the prediction, that New England will be 
pleading for horses next year. These feelings 
have been aroused by a number of very short- 
sighted policies which could have been easily 
avoided by the management of the several New 
England tracks. However, as is usually true 
in new racing districts, the owners and directors 
of racing in New England were for the most 
part so green and unused to the usages and needs 
of racing men that many annoying mistakes were 
made. Among them may be mentioned the feed 
concession which obtained at both Suffolk Downs 
and Narragansett Park, but which was terminated 
at Suffolk Downs at the request of a committee 
of horsemen. The concession, which Billy Ames 
contended was not “exclusive,’”’ managed in the 
usual manner of past seasons to keep only the 
concession owner on the grounds at the spring 
meeting, but the Liberty Feed Company advises 
me that it expects to sell feed there at the next

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meeting. Horsemen hope that this is true, as 
competition in feed at Suffolk Downs has re- 
sulted in satisfaction to both the horsemen and 
the management. The uncertain manner of al- 
lotting stalls that did not exist, or which were 
taken away at times of expediency has also been 
exasperating to horsemen. Many have had stalls 
allotted, shipped to the track, and found their 
stalls taken, and no apologies given. Others 
made all arrangements for shipping, and on the 
eve of shipping received wires cancelling stall al- 
lotments. There were always so many horses 
that no one ever had enough room to be comfort- 
able, and men were huddled in stalls open over- 
head to drafts of the capricious winds of New 
England Then there were instances of at least 
one very incompetent racing secretary, and others 
who were openly discourteous to many horsemen. 
Beginners in the care of racing strips often made 
a mess of the job, resulting in injured horses and 
riders, and the loss of many a well intended bet, 
and little redress could be had by complaining. 
Another most obnoxious necessity was that im- 
posed by the State of Massachusetts, which re- 
quired all horsemen who had raced in Florida 
and who therefore had Florida license plates on 
their cars to buy licenses in Massachusetts. Those 
who had liability insurance on their cars written 
by companies who were not also in business in 
Massachusetts, were required to cancel their own 
insurance and buy more in Massachusetts. On 
top of that an excise tax must be paid. And the 
rate is much higher than in Kentucky, for in- 
stance. And everywhere in New England it is 
hard to drive many miles without having a traf- 
fic cop ride up and ask to see your ilcense, and 
kill a lot of time for you in no very courteous 
manner, if he does not give you a ticket for some 
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alleged violation. Horsemen from the South and 
West are irked by these practices as they stil] 
have some personal liberties left them at home. 

Many of these annoyances have disappeared, 
and especially at Suffolk Downs it is very appar. 
ent that Charles F. Adams is making every ef- 
fort to make his plant successful and is also 
appealing to horsemen. His stakes list is about 
the best that is being offered in the entire North 
this year, and his purses are $1,000 and up. He 
has hired about the best personnel for his force 
in the secretary’s office. I have heard of nothing 
but courtesy being extended to any and all com- 
ers there. He has also provided horsemen with 
a special and adequate section for parking in the 
afternoons, with paid attendants to keep the 
parking orderly, and there are no swarming tip- 
seekers waiting on your running board, as is 
usual in Chicago, for instance. All horsemen are 
freely given club house badges for themselves 
and family and guests without their having to 
coat-tail some self-important racing official 
around for days to get them, as at many much 
older tracks. 


There Is No Shortage 


O doubt you have been reading some of the 
N statements that I see in print about there 
being a shortage of horses in the offing, and that 
there will not be enough racing stock to go round 
next spring. It is high time that the breeders 
and racing horsemen realize and admit the fact 
that there exists an oversupply of horses for all 
racing purposes at present. This has resulted in 
so much competition among horsemen that they 
make no money. If you think this is not so, just

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glance into your Racing Form and note the 
amounts won by the horses last year and thus 
far this year. And remember that it costs about 
$2,000 to maintain a racing horse a year. This 
oversupply of horses has made it possible for 
the abuses to exist that have been suffered by 
horsemen at the hands of the racing associations. 
It is they which wish to continue the oversupply 
and who foster the statements of the press that 
a shortage is imminent. A good race meeting 
can be held where there are 900 horses on the 
grounds, and when there are 1,200 to 1,500 horse- 
men cannot make money, and everyone is dis- 
satisfied except the racing association, which can 
push horsemen around with impunity under such 
a condition. 

From all accounts New Jersey is planning to 
build enough tracks to keep racing throughout 
the summer racing season of the North, and will 
have enough eager population to make it pay 
handsomely. This will take 900 to 1,200 horses 
away from the present scene of Northern rac- 
ing, which is highly congested at present, and 
will leave an adequate supply to run a series of 
very orderly and prosperous meetings in New 
England, New York, and the Mid-West. When 
racing associations think that they need more 
horses they will raise purses, and it has been 
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so long since purses were raised that it is not 
one of the problems in the minds of race track 
owners at this time, and horsemen are almost 
pursuaded that they ought to be ashamed to want 
higher purses. 

With New Jersey in the picture there is a 
chance for a little competition between racing 
associations, a thing which does not now exist, 
and therefore a chance for a general increase in 
purses in New England and the new territory, 
and perhaps in New York also. And with higher 
purses will come better prices and values on 
horses. Breeders may begin again to get a profit 
on what it costs to produce and send a yearling 
to Saratoga. 

But let’s not be stampeded into increasing our 
breeding operations, or the favorable balance 
will be destroyed, and with it the improvement 
in prices and purses. There have been too many 
Thoroughbreds produced for the past year or so. 

New England will go on, and I think much 
better and more satisfactorily after the edge is 
off, so to speak; and it will have enough horses 
next year to run racing attractively to the pub- 
lic. The New England public is, I should say, 90 
per cent for racing, and I hope that both horse- 
men and racing associations will deserve a con- 
tinuance of this popularity.

HE nine yearlings which will go to the sales 

as the consignment of William Baldwin Mil- 
ler’s Greenwich Stud are quartered at Henry H. 
Knight's fertile and unbelievably well groomed 
Almahurst Farm, in Jessamine County, Ken- 
tucky. There they are under the supervision of 
Marvin Childs, who has proved himself a master 
of the art of conditioning yearlings. This is one 
of the best crops that Mr. Miller has ever con- 
signed to Saratoga. 

Of Mr. Miller’s 1938 consignment the star, on 
1939 performances, is El Morocco, which went to 
England and became one of the top 2-year-olds 
of the season. This year Mr. Miller is offering 
an outstanding colt by *Twink out of Sable Lady, 
the dam of El Morocco. This colt has the poise 
and perfection of make-up which breeders always 
seek and rarely achieve. On most Saratoga 
scoreboards I believe he will be marked excellent 
in all particulars. 

There is a particularly attractive colt by Hada- 
gal out of Geisha Girl, a big, strong masculine 
fellow with a *Sir Gallahad III finish. He is like- 
ly to bring one of the top prices in this group. 
I liked especially the chestnut colt by Reigh 
Count out of Pescara, a neat, quick, well balanced 
one which stands and walks impressively. One 
of the best fillies in the group is the daughter of 
Blue Larkspur—Teco, a tall, big-bodied, well 
muscled miss with legs well set on. These are 
all the Greenwich yearlings by ‘‘outside’”’ sires. 

The remainder of the crop is by the home sire 
Ariel, one of the most heavily muscled stallions 
to be found anywhere. The two Ariel colts are 
entirely typical cf the get of their sire. I sup- 
pose that the brown out of Theia, by Chance 
Play, will command the higher price at Saratoga. 
He is a most impressive colt, solid, quick, ex- 
ceptionally muscular, and showing a great deal 
of quality. The head is smart, masculine, wide- 
jowled. He stands well, walks with a vigorous, 
regular stride. The right pastern has a super- 
ficial injury. The colt out of the good race mare 
Primrose (by Ultimus) has a pedigree compound- 
ing four crosses of Domino, and he looks it. There 
is a feline quickness about this colt which sug- 
gests that he is going to make a lot of starts 
look bad. Like the Theia colt, he is exceptionally 
strong and well finished. There are also three 
nice Ariel fillies, out of Exempt, Waypass, and 
*Flamante. The daughter of *Flamante is a sis- 
ter to the speed merchant Airflame.

Mereworth 


BELIEVE there are more good racing pros- 
I pects among the Saratoga yearlings at Mere- 
worth Farm, Lexington, than in any year since 
that excellent nursery turned to breeding exclu- 
sively for the market. There is possibly no one 
individual so outstanding as to approach the top 
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Saratoga figures, but there is a higher percentage 
of good individuals than the farm has previously 
offered for sale, in the writer's opinion. In ad- 
dition, the consignment is predominantly made up 
of colts, so that Mereworth can reasonably expect 
a substantial improvement on its 1938 average. 


Head man among the stallions at Mereworth 
in recent years has been Display, iron son of Fair 
Play and sire of the superb Discovery. This year 
Display is represented by 15 yearlings, of which 
all but three are colts. Perhaps the fillies should 
be mentioned first, since one of them is a sister 
to Volitant, the best racer Display has turned out 
since Discovery. This daughter of Flighty Anna, 
is one of the best individuals among the fillies, 
and is, I believe, larger than Volitant was. The 
other Display fillies are a big, rangy one out of 
Talented, and a blocky, quick, smart daughter of 
Pious. 


Among the sons of Display there are several 
very good ones to choose from. The chestnut 
out of Vixen Lassie is smart, strong, quick, well 
balanced, properly put together. The Take Heed 
colt, also a chestnut, is smart, showy, and sub- 
stantial. The dark bay out of Profitable is me- 
dium small, smart, neat, well balanced, short- 
backed—an excellent first foal. The bay out of 
Antidote is medium big, well put together, with 
plenty of substance. Allusion’s bay son, a first 
foal, is a good-sized colt, very well set up. He 
gives the impression that he will develop into a 
good horse over the longer distances. The colt 
out of Avengeance, foaled in February, is a big, 
well balanced specimen which should grow into 
a grand-looking horse. Among these and other 
good sons of Display Saratoga buyers are going 
to have a very interesting time trying to choose 
the best. 

In the Mereworth consignment will be five 
yearlings representing the first crop of foals by 
the Kentucky Derby and Preakness winner Bold 
Venture. The youngsters by this son of *St. 
Germans have created something of a reputation 
for Morton L. Schwartz’s young stallion, and 
Saratoga will be much interested in them. The 
colt out of Cogartown I did not see, as he was at 
another farm. The one from the Display mare 
Discern is medium-sized, very smooth turned, and 
made according to a true pattern. The colt out 
of the good race mare Snowflake is an excellent 
prospect. He is medium small, very smart in ap- 
pearance, wide in the quarters, and strongly 
muscled. Of the two Bold Venture fillies the one 
from Dark Dianne seems likely to be preferred to 
the bigger, plainer daughter of Broomhandle. 

When Mereworth sold Discovery to Alfred Van- 
derbilt at the end of his 2-year-old racing it had 
the foresight to reserve five seasons annually 
whenever the horse should be retired to the stud. 
So the current Mereworth consignment includes 
two colts and two fillies from Discovery’s first 
crop. The colt from Swiftply, her first foal, is 
possibly the most attractive of this group. He 
is a big fellow, strongly muscled about the fore- 
arms and gaskins, well balanced, and with good 
command of his size. The colt from Specs is not 
So strong or hefty, but has more quality and is 
neatly made. The two Bold Venture fillies are 
very different in type, the daughter of Atlantis 
being small and smooth and the filly from Dark 

oveliness being long-legged and rangy. 

The Ariels are uniformly good. The colt out of 
Dispel is small, blocky, quick, and smart-looking 
—“and the best doer I have,” according to Dr. 
Robert H. Bardwell, the farm manager. The 
Keyword colt is a big, sturdy fellow, but he had

First foal of Land Route, foaled 1934. Land 
Route is a half-sister to Norman D. (winner 25 
races) and to dam of the stakes winner Oddesa 
Beulah (winner 10 races at two). The third dam 
is Clarissa Anne, three-quarter sister to Zev. 


BAY COLT 
By *Kantar—Portever, by The Porter. 


First foal of Portever, foaled 1933, which placed. 
Portever is a half-sister to Vito (Belmont, Grand 
Union Hotel Stakes, etc., and sire), Prince of Bour- 
bon (stakes winner and sire). 


BAY COLT 
By *Aethelstan II—Durva, by *Durbar II. 


First foal of Durva, a winner of 26 races up to 
seven. Durva, out of Neva S., by Astronomer, is 
half-sister to Lord Valentine (29 wins), Hong King 
(18 wins), Ad Remmcon (16 wins), and other win- 
ners. 


BROWN FILLY 
By *Aethelstan Il—Marlene, by *St. Germans. 


Marlene was a good winner and has produced 
the winners Rough Biscuit (at two, 1939), Happy 
Marlene (at two, 1938) and May Music (up to five 
this year). Marlene is a half-sister to the stakes 
winners The Nut, Today, Afterglow, etc., and to 
the dam of Top Flight. 


BAY FILLY 
By *Aethelstan Il—Jalna, by The Porter. 
Jalna was a winner and is a daughter of Kath- 
leen, by *Sempronius. She is a half-sister to the 
stakes winner and sire Jock. Kathleen won 14 
races, including the Kentucky Oaks, etc. 


GREY FILLY 


By *Aethelstan Il—Anne Arundel, by 
*Sir Greysteel. 

Third foal of Anne Arundel and half-sister to 
the winner Call Me Anne. Anne Arundel won 12 
races, placed in Pimlico Oaks, Illinois Oaks, Louis- 
iana Derby, etc. The second dam is *White Glade, 
by White Eagle. 


BAY FILLY 
By *Kantar—Vermiculite, by *Light Brigade. 
Half-sister to four winners, including Major 
Greenock, Istanbul, Fairy Hall, and Hazel Nut. 
Vermiculite was a good winner (at three and four). 
The second dam, Sard by Ben Brush, was a good 
producer. 


BAY FILLY 
By *Kantar—Brandy Fizz, by *Teddy. 
First foal of Brandy Fizz, foaled 1933. Brandy 
Fizz is half-sister to Nona and Spring Meadow. 
on second dam, Golden Fizz, is a sister to Hot 
oddy. 


BAY FILLY 
By Display—Belittin, by Black Toney. 

This filly is a half-sister to the stakes winner 
Boiling Point and to five other winners, including 
Modest Queen, Bittybit, Be Big, Blacksod, and 
Below Cost. Belittin won herself and is a daugh- 
ter of *Bulldoze. 


BAY FILLY 
By Display—*White Glade, by White Eagle. 
Half-sister to the winner Greyglade (also placed 
in stakes), Anne Arundel (placed in stakes), Mad 
Mahdi (placed in stakes), Night Signal (placed in 
stakes), Barraca, and Gramercy. These are all 
the foals of *White Glade. 


CHESTNUT FILLY 
By *Aethelstan II—*Florestine, by Beppo. 
Half-sister to the stakes winner Open Hearth, 
and to the winners Feliciana, Bull Market, Lacka- 
wanna, Iron Ore, and Leonie. *Florestine was a 
winner in France. The second dam is Flowerjug, 
half-sister to Juggernaut. etc. 


BAY FILLY 
By *Ksar—Treadhaven, by *Sir Greysteel. 

This is Treadhaven’s second foal. Her first has 
started only once at two. Treadhaven placed and 
is sister to Tred Avon (stakes winner of 22 races 
and $65,400), Monel (stakes winner of 20 races), 
half-sister to Stainforth (Aberdeen Stakes, etc.), 
etc. 


CHESTNUT FILLY 
By *Aethelstan II—Brush Along, by Sweep. 
Brush Along is dam of Holystone (winner and 
placed in stakes), Hasten (dam of War Haste and 
Light Cruiser), Thirty Knots (dam of Rail Down), 
and sister to Nimble Hoof (dam of Coldstream, 
Dressage, etc.), etc. 
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
